HISTORICAL FACTS 

WORTHY OF REMEMBRANCE. 

The first charter for n colony granted by the 
crown of England, was granted by Queen Eliza- 
beth in 1578 to Sir Humphrey Gilbert. By this 
charter he was authorized to, take possession of all 
barbarous lands, unoccupied by any Christian prince 
or people.” 

The first English colony planted in America, 
was at Roanoke Island, Virginia, 15S5. One hun- 
dred and seven persons were left there by Sir 
Richard Greenville under the Government of Mr. 
^Lnne. 

On the 18th of August 1787, Mrs. Dare was de- 
livered of a daughter in Roanoke, which was bap- 
tised the next Lord’s day by the name of Virginia. 
This was the first English child born in this colo- 
ny. 

In 1607 the English settlers built a town in Vir- 
ginia, and in honor of King James, called it James 
Town- This was the first permanent habitation 
of the English in America. 

The first marriage in Virginia was in 1608, be- 
Hvnon John I.aydon and Ann Burras. 

The first mare'»ga England Was m 1691 , 

between Edward Winslow and Susanna White. 

In 1610 a member of parliament came to Amer- 
ica and the house of commons declared his seat 
jvocant, because by accepting a colony office they 
jsupposed that he was incapable of executing his 
trust. This was the first time that Virginia, ap- 
pears to have been noticed by the English pailia- 
ment. 

In 1616 tobacco was first cultivated in Virginia. 

In 1692 the great witchcraft mania raged in 
Massachusetts. Immense numbers were accused 
ofthis imaginary crime, and not a few convicted and 
executed. So great was the delusion that the accu- 
sed often became convinced of their own guilt, 
and made public confession before they were exe- 
cuted. Old England greatly censured New Eng- 
land for these excesses; but if we will go back to 
1645, we find one Mathew Hopkins with a com- 
mission from parliament going about from place to 
place to seek out witches, and that through his dis- 
coveries a great number were hanged. 

The population of the earth nccoiding to Malte 
Brun, is 653,000,000. Of this number he esti- 
mates that 228,000,000 are Christians; but in this 
estimate he includes all who live in Christian 
countries, however variant their creeds or sceptical 
their opinions, provided they do not set up a reli- 
gion in opposition to that of Christ. But the Pro- 
testants to the Greek and Roman churches are 
Christians, and vice versa. Then the Protestants 
only numbering 42,000,000 are to the whole pop- 
ulation of the earth as 1 is to 15, and as in all 
Protestant countries many are too immoral reason- 
ably to hope a place in the divine mansion, we 
may estimate that not more that one half of the 
above number, or one out of every 30 of the in- 
habitants of the earth are Christians. Again, the 
Protestants are divided into an almost infinite num- 
ber of opposing sects, all of whom cannot be 
right, and a few of either sect live according to the 
requirements of their creed and the scriptures, on 
which their creed is founded. Then without stop- 
ping to inquire which of these one hundred and 
one sects are right, if hut one can be, and only 
those of that one who live up to the acquirements 
of its creed and the scriptures, may we not say, as 
one did eighteen hundred years ago — “Strait is the 
gate and narrow is the way that leads to life, and 
! few there be that find it.” 

In 1776 the important discovery was made that 
the majority of mankind were not made with sad- 
dles on their backs, and a favored few booted and 
spurred ready to ride them legitimately by the grace 
of God. 1 — B . — Peoria Register.

The Days of Ancient Chivalry have not 
entirely passed away, as appears by the following 
letter of recent date from Tiflis, in Georgia: “A 
young Cabardian prince, named Schnedeli, having 
carried off the daughter of a nobleman, Boiyraki 
Beg, the father commanded his son Melrk to defy 
the ravisher to single combat. Thechallenge was 
accepted, and at midday on the 25th October, the 
combatants met on the plain of Arstana, between 
Derbent and Bouinnki, each attended by twelve 
noukirs, or esquires, bearing the banners of their 
respective chiefs. On that of the prince was a gold- 
en falcon on a green shield; the hearings of the 
young Beg were a black boar, surmonted by three 
silver stars on a blooded field. Tho combatants 
and their esquires xvere all armed capa-pie in 



mail, helmets crested with feathers, and their lan- 
ces fastened to their waists. Four elders, two cho- 
sen by each, were seated on a raised platform, who 
laid down the laws of the battle, and were to decide 
upon the conduct and issue of the combat. They 
proclaimed that should either of the combatants 
be unhorsed, or if the followers of either took to 
[flight, he should be considered as vanquished, and 
lie at the mercy of his adversary. The word was 
given, and the onset made with equal ardor on 
both sides. The conflict was long and obstinate, 
and 14 of the esquires were overthrown, when 
Melrk Beg, who had already received three wounds 
by a resolute and bold manoeuvre, threw the 
prince out of the saddle. The successful champi- 
on imposed no other penalty on his fallen foe than 
of immediately espousing his sister — a ceremony 
which was performed on the following day. The 
Governor of Georgia, on receiving a report of this 
extraordinary rencontre, sent severe reprimands to 
all who were engaged in it, but declined bringing 
them before the tribunal, as no one was killed or 
even dangerously wounded . — Paris Moniteur.

CONFESSION OF A MURDERER. 

TALES OF BLOOD. 

Our readers will doubtless recollect the mur- 
der ofthe unfortunate Silas D. Rives, in Mississip- 
pi, last September. John VV. Carter has been ar- 
rested as participant with one Johnson Cook, who 
is now in Texas. It is believed Rives had about 
§10,000 upon him when murdered. Most ofthis 
Carter says Cook took with him. 

Johnson Cook is a second Murrell, if Carter’s 
account of his crimes is unclosed. — Among others 
he details these. 

Carter states that Cook, and a man by the name 
of Bryant, who lives at Lake Ponchartrain, killed a 
man by the name of Allen, in Tallehasse, Florida, 
and robbed him of §1,650 in cash. 

Cook painted himself like an Indian, and head- 
ed a party of Seminoles, and butchered one of the 
most wealthy white families on the frontier of 
Florida. After killing the whole family, except a 
young man, who stood over and fought for his sis- 
ter until he was wounded by a shot from an Indian, 
Cook then struck an ax into his head, and left it 
there sticking — robbed the house of §1,100 in pa- 
per, and 70 or §80 in specie. He kept the paper 
and gave the Indians the specie. 

Cook then went to Appalachacola Bay, and from 
thence to Bainbridge, Decatur county, Georgia, 
and in company with a Virginian, with whom he 
had been travelling in the stage, and supposing he 
had money, at Cook’s instance, walked out to the 
spring, there killed the Virginian, threw him in the 
river, and robbed him of $ 1.1 10 — two $16 pieces 
or gold and three smaller pieces. The crime was 
committed in December, 1836. From Bainbridge 
he returned to Columbus, Georgia, his residence. 

In Tallehasse, Florida, he saw a traveller pay his 
bill. Discovered he had money, he told the stran- 
ger he was travelling his route, and as it was a dis- 
|mal road he would be glad of his company. The 
stranger thanked him, and they travelled about sev- 
enteen miles, when Cook proposed they should 
drink together, and while the stranger was drink- 
ing out of the bottle, Cook shot him through the 
[back of the head and robbed him of about §662. 

Cook, and his brother-in-law, Chas. Hollis, killed 
the ferry-man of the St.John’s river, on Augustine 
trail, a Frenchman^ and robbed him of 1,600 or 
§1,800, and turned the flat loose to avoid the possi- 
bility of pursuit. 

Cook murdered a man not far from Tallahasse, 
and robbed him of §2,400 and 818 in cash. 

He then went into the Indian country, and pur- 
chased a pony, and stole seventeen more and hired 
an Indian to assist him. When he got into the 
white settlements, he then made the Indian drunk 
and cut his throat. 

Cook and Capt. Minny (a celebrated pirate) 
went to Snake Island, understanding that a vessel 
was coming from Key West, murdered the crew, 
consisting of 7 or 8 men and three ladies, plunder- 
ed the boat of S 17.000 in specie, and scuttled and 
sunk the vessel. 

Cook was then taken in irons, to Tallahasse, 
but was released by force, from the civil authori- 
ties, and the irons knocked off. The names of his 
jfriends are Augustus and Willis Austin, of Texas. 

Cook and Capt. Minny, came across a vessel go- 
ing from St. Marks to Alamony Lake, loaded with 
'provisions, murdered the white persons on board 
| sold the provisions and 7 negroes which were on 
i board and sunk the vessel. Capt. Minny died at 
[St. Marks last winter. 

Cook then left for Columbus, Georgia, his resid- 
[ence, where he saw a traveller pay his bill, headed 
[him, took deliberate aim; his gun snapped, which 
[the stranger heard and fled. 

Cook met with an acquaintance from Texas in 
[May or June last, in Clarke county, Alabama, whose 
name was William Green. Green told him that 
his old friends Augustus and Willis Austin, were 
anxious that Cook 3hould go there, as they particu- 
larly needed his services. 

Cook thought there was no more harm in killing 
a man than there was in killing a hog — did not be- 
lieve that there was either hell or heaven — lias killed 
and robbed forty or fifty men, and would this win- 
ter have murdered and plundered as many more. 

| Johnson Cook is between 26 and 30 years 
of age; weighs about 140 pounds, has keen blue 
eyes, and is very narrow between the eyes; his 
[face and hands were badly scarred with dirks and 
j knives, which he got by fighting; has been stabbed 
through the muscle of the arm twice with a dirk; 
also in the hip; his hair is sandy, and one of his fin- 
gers is broken. 

Society is deeply interested in the detection and 
punishment of such a villain. From this stateineut 
the Govenor should not hesitate to offer a heavy re- 
ward for his apprehension.

It is copied from “A Bio- 
graphical Sketch of Count Lavellette,” whose high 
character and sufferings are known to all who arc 
familiar with the history of Napolean. At tho time 
at which the dream occurred, the Count was impris- 
oned, under sentence of death, which had been 
passed upon him in consequence of his conduct du- 
ring the ‘Hundred Days.’ “His wonderful escape 
from prison — which forms one of the brightest 
chapters in the romance of history — is well known 
to every reader, and makes one of the million re- 
corded instances which prove the purity and sin- 
gleness of woman’s affection, that feeling which 
is ‘stronger than death’; “One night, while I was 
asleep, the clock of the Palais de Justice struck 
twelve, and awoke me. I heard the gate open to 
relieve the sentry, but I fell asleep again imme- 
diately. In this sleep, I dreamed that I was stand- 
ing in the Rue St. Honore, at the corner of the 
Rue de l’Echelle. A melancholly darkness spread 
around me ; all was still, nevertheless alow and un- 
certain sound soon arose. All ofa sudden, I per- 
ceived, at the bottom of the street and advancing 
towards me, a troop of cavalry, the men and horses, 
however, all flayed. The men held torches in their 
hands, the red flames of which illuminated faces 
without skin, and bloody muscles. Their hollow 
eyes rolled fearfully in their large sockets, their 
mouths opened from ear to ear, and helmets of 
hanging flesh covered their hideous heads. The 
horses dragged along their own skins in the ken- 
nels, which overflowed with blood on both sides. — 
Pale and dishevelled women appeared and disap- 
peared alternately at the windows, in dismal 
silence; low, inarticulate groans filled the air; and I 
remained in the street alone petrified with horror 
and deprived of strength sufficient to seek my safe- 
ty by flight. This horrible troop continued pass- 
ing in a rapid gallop, and casting frightful looks on 
me. Their march, I thought, continued for fivo 
hours, and they were followed by an immense num- 
ber of artillery-wagons, full of bleeding corpses 
whose limbs still quivered; a disgusting smell of 
blood and bitumen almost choked me. At length 
the iron gate of the prison shutting with great force 
awoke me again. I made my repeater strike; it wa» 
no more than midnight, so that the horrible phan- 
tasmagoria had lasted no more than 2 or 3 minutes; 
that is to say, the time necessary for relieving the 
sentry and shutting the gate. The cold was se- 
vere, and the watch word short. The next day 
the turnkey confirmed my calculations. I never- 
theless do not remember one single event in my life 
the duration which I have been able more exactly 
to calculate, of which the details are deeper engra- 
ven in my memory, and of which I preserve a more 
perfect consciousness.”

“A fair business transaction." — Last Saturday, 
during the most busy hour of the day, a courtezan 
of some noteriely walked into one of the banks in 
Wail street, New York, and presented a check, 
signed by a gentleman of eminent piety and great 
wealth, for the trifling sum of $10.

ARRIVAL OF TIIE GREAT WESTERN. 
The steam ship Great Western, Capt. Hoskins, 
arrived at New York in thirteen days from Bris- 
tol, bringing Bristol papers to the 18th, the day of 
sailing, London the evening of the 17th, and Liv- 
erpool to the 16th. 

REINSTATEMENT OF THE BRITISH 
MINISTRY. 

From the New York papers. 

Sir Robert Peel had been entrusted by the 
Queen with the formation of a ministry, but had, in 
consequence of riot being able to accomplish this 
object, resigned his commission, and Lord Mel- 
bourne had been reinstated. 

The excitement which was created by the news 
of Sir Robert Peel’s resignation was not allayed 
when it was known that Lord Melbourne had been 
restored to office. 

Sir Robert Peel, it appears, suggested the neces- 
sity of a resignation of the ladies attached to the 
Queen’s household, and on the tender of the resig- 
nation of Lady Normandy, Her Majesty refused to 
accept it, saying: 

“I have deferred, and am always willing to de- 
fer, to the wishes of the People, but I will not 
give up every thing to a parly, nor be the slave ofa 
faction.” 

The conduct of the Queen, was received gene- 
rally through England, with the greatest marks of 
approbation. 

The late attempt of Sir Robert Peel, says the 
London Sun of May 17th, to constitute himself 
Mayor of the Palace, and play the part of Viceroy 
over the Queen, has roused, as was to be anticipa 
ted, the indignation of the people from one end of 
the country to the other. We know not which 
feeling isjust now most predominant in the popu- 
lar mind — abhorrence of the projected despotism 
of the Tories, or admiration of the firm, high- 
minded rcsistence of the Queen. 

Such is the the confusion consequent on the pre- 
sent unsettled state of affairs, that the royal com- 
mission, which was to have been brought down to 
the Lords on Monday, was not forthcoming till 
Tuesday. 

Lord John Russell, Lord Palmerston, and Mr 
Spring Rice, it is said, retire from the cabinet, and 
are to be raised to the peerage. Lord Morpeth 
to succeed Lord John Russell at the Home olficc 
and as leader in the House of Commons; Lord 
Durham to be foreign secretary; Mr. C. Buller un- 
der secretary; Mr. Poulett Thompson to be chan- 
cellor of the exchequer. The changes in contem- 
plation, no doubt, will be settled at the cabinet 
which is now sitting; and in all probability several 
new writs will be moved in the Commons this 
morning. — Correspondence of I he Standard. 

Lon no. v, Tuesday, May 14. — In the House of 
Lords last night three of the last batch of new 
Peers took their oaths and their seats. No busi- 
ness of impotance was transacted, and not a word 
was said respecting the Ministry. 

Bcforo 5 o’clock the House of Commons was 
crowded, as it is within a few minutes of an impor- 
tant division. 

Lord John Russell rose and suggested that Sir 
Robert Peel, having failed in his endeavor to form 
n. Ministry, should explain the circumstances of that 
failure before he himself should state the reasons 
for the resumption of the Government by the for- 
mer Ministers. 

Sir R. Peel said, he had reserved for this place 
and this occasion the explanation of the circumstan- 
ces under which he had relinquished his attempt 
lie proceeded to say that the Duke of Welling- 
ton having been sent foi by the Queen on Wednes- 
day theSdi of this month, and invited to nssistinthe 
formation of a Government, had advised her, that, 
as the chief difficulties were to be dealt with in the 
House of Commons, the Prime Minister should be a 
member of that House; and, on his Grace’s sugges- 
tion, Sir Robert Peel was then summoned. When 
he waited on her Majesty, she expressed her great 
TCgret at parting with her late Ministers, who, she 
said, had given her entire satisfaction; but 
their resignation had made it necessary for 
her to consider the formation of a new Gov- 
ernment. Having received her commands, he 
communicated, on the same evening, with eight 
of his friends — the Duke, the Lords Lyndhurst, 
Aberdeen, Ellenborough, and Stanley, Sir James 
Graham, Sir H. Hardinge, and Mr. Goul-burn. — 
He next day submitted their names to the Queen, 
acquainting her that the Duke, while he pla- 
ced his services wholly at her disposal, would 
rather lead the House of Lords without an office, 
than undertake a department of the Administra- 
tion. She, however, expressed a wish that he should 
hold an office, and Sir Robert Peel assured her ho 
had no doubt that the Duke would forego his own 
personal inclinations at her desire. No material 
question arose at the time as to the form of the 
Administration, or the conduclof the Government. 
On Thursday occurred the difficulty, or miscon- 
ception which led to his relinquishment. It rela- 
ted exclusively to that portion of the household offi- 
ces which ladies were filling; for, on the subject of 
those household officers which were held by mem- 
bers of either House of Parliament, she bad conce- 
ded all that cotdd be wished. 

London, May, 17. — We arc enabled to state, 
that on Monday, the 27th irist., the Right lion. 
Henry Goulburn will certainly he proposed for the 
office of Speaker, vacant by Mr. Abercromby’s re- 
signation of the chair, and that the House will 
proceed to the election at half past 3 o’clock ex- 
actly. — Times. 

A number of the Chartists had been arrested in 
London on the lGtli. The news of the insurrec- 
tion caused a great excitement in Manchester. — 
They assembled in great numbers, and cheered 
the intelligence as it was received. 

London, May 17 — ‘‘City 12 o’clock — The over- 
land letters from India have not yet been received. 
From the Cape of Good Hope there are papers to 
the 10th of March, being three days later; but 
we observe nothing in them requiring remark. 

“In the English Stock Market, Mr. Cole has 
made further sales of Consols for money at 93, 
beyond which there has been very little doing, and 
the quotations are 93 to 4 for money, and 93 4 to i 
for the Account.

NEW FRENCH MINISTRY AND RIOT I 
IN PARIS. 

The London Morning Chronicle of the 14th 
states that an insurrection had broke out in the 
streets of Paris on the Sunday preceding, by three 
hundred individuals, causing the effusion of much 
blood. 

Paris, Sunday, May 12. — Nothing has taken J 
place in the Boulevards. The insurrection is this 
moment concentrated in the lower parts of the Rue 
St. Dennis, Montmartre, and St. Martin. Barri- 
cades are formed, one in the Rue St. Dennis, near 
the church of St. Leu; the other at the corner of 
the Rue Tivuetonne and Montorgueil . This last 
was attacked about half past six by the grenadier 
of the 3rd legion of the National Guard, aided 
by a detachment of the line. The officer com- 
manding the post of the Palace of Justice and two 
soldiers were killed. 

M. Sodoux, of the 3d Legion, was killed in the' 
attack of the barricade. 

Marshal Gerard has taken the command of the 
troops of the garrison. 

Paris, May, 13. — As a consequence, we sup- 
pose, of the insurrection, the King at length on 
Sunday evening, appointed a Ministry in lieu of 
that which had been named ad interim, and which 
is thus given in the Moniteur of yesterday; — 
Marshal Soult, President of the Council, and 
Minister of Foreign affairs. 

M. Teste, Minister of Justice. 

General Schneider, Minister of War. 

Admiral Duperre, Minister of Marine, 

M. Duchatel, Minister of the Interior. 

M. Cuniu Gridaine, Minister of Commerce. 

M. Dufaurc(?) Minister of Public Works.

M. Passy, Minister of Finance. 

Paris, May 14. — Respecting the insurrection 
which commenced here on Sunday last, I shall 
say, as did an orderly dragoon to me, of whom I 
enquired on the 6th of June, 1832, in the Rae J 
St. .Marian, was it all over? “Yes,” said he, “un- 
til they begin again.” 

Much blood has been spilt in this unhappy affair. 1 
Between 120 and 150 deaths have already resul- 1 
ted from it. 

Paris, May 15. — All is as quiet as the continued 
movements of the police will permit. Every in- 
stant new arrests are made. Yesterday evening 
the number of prisoners detained in the Concicr- 
gric and Perfccture of Police amounted to 305. — 
In the course of this day fresh captures took place,' 
and a quantity of arms and amunition was found 
iri the various depots of the insurgents, which are' 
now removing to the palace of Justice. Warrants 
have been issued against individuals at Lille, Ly- 
ons and Strausburg, as implicated in the conspira- 
cy in which the revolt originated. 

The Paris papers in general seem to entertain 
very little confidence in the stability of the new 
French Ministry, which contains none of the po- 
litical leaders of any one party, and is evidently 
formed on the principle of the Mole Cabinet, that 
of vesting the whole power, and consequently the; 
chief responsibility, of Government, in the hands' 
of the King. The Ministry lias been formed un- 
deran impression that the Constitutional party in the 
Chamber has been too much frightened by the into, 
insurrection, to offer any serious resistance to the 
continued encroachments of the Crown. 

The whole of the Spanish Ministry resigned on 
the 4th. The cause of their determination is not 
known, and the despatches from Madrid of that 
date do not mention whether the Queen accepted 
or not their resignation. — Journal dcs Uebats. 

Paris, May 14. — The Duke dc Bassano.died on 
Monday last in Paris. 

The Moniteur publishes the following telegraph- 
ic despatch:

Overton appointed Secretary. 

Daniel Bradford, Esq. Chairman of a Committee 
appointed at the last meeting, made a report, which 
belli” amended, w<*o unonimou^ij odopioJ *“• 
lows : 

“The Committee to whom was entrusted the du-, 
ty of selecting the time and place for the assembling 
of a State Democratic Convention, to nominate 1 
candidates for the offices of Governor and Lieu- 
tenant Governor, have considered the matter re- 
ferred to them, and beg leave to submit the subjoin- 
ed resolution, as containing their unanimous opin-J 
ions on the subject. 

There are several reasons which prompted this 
resolution; but there is a paramonnt consideration, 1 
which would itself alone be sufficient. It is, em-j 
phatically, the democratic day — made signal and 
glorious, by the great living head of the democratic 
party; and, therefore, we choose it, as not only 
appropriate, but to honor him who made it glori- 
ous, and who now reposes at the Hermitage, on the 
laurels of military and civic triumphs, such as have 
rarely, if ever, been achieved by mortal man. — 
Therefore, 

Resolved, That it be recommended to the Dem- 
ocratic party of Kentucky, to attend, by their I 
County Delegates, in a State Convention, to be 
holden at Frankfort, on the Eighth of January 
next, for the purpose of nominating suitable candi- 
dates for the offices of Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor; and also of nominating Electors of Pres- 
ident and Vice President of the United States. 

By the unanimous order of the Committee, 
DAN’L. BRADFORD, Ch’m.

When, on motion of Mr. N. L. Turner, it was 

Resolved, That a Committee of fifteen be ap- 
pointed for the purpose of receiving and of dissem- 
inating any information which may be deemed im- 
portant to the cause in which we are engaged. 
That it be the duty of said Committee to call a 
county democratic meeting, whenever, in the opin- 
ion of said Committee, such meeting may be deem- 
ed advisable. And to perform all honorable acts 
necessary to the success of our cause.

ary; and that they be requested to report to the 
[Committee in this city. 

Resolved, That Waller Bullock, Wm. Stanhope, 
Nathan Payne, N. L. Turner, and I). C. Over- 
ton, be a Committee to wait on Maj. Flournoy, and 
request of him to write out the eloquent address 
delivered by him for publication. 

Resolved, That the Democratic Editors in Ken- 
tucky be requested to give these proceedings an 
insertion in their several papers.

At a meeting of the friends of Silk Culture in Lex- 
ington, Kentucky, and its vicinity, held in the Cour t 
house, on Monday, the 10th of June, instant, Col. C. J. 
Sanders was called to the chair, and S. R. Jones ap- 
pointed Secretary. After the object of the meeting 
was announced: on motion, Dr. John C. Richardson, S. 
R. Jones and Samuel Cmexv, were appointed a Commit- 
tee to prepare a preamble and resolutions; and after a 
few minutes absence, reported the following, which 
were unanimously adopted: 

PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTIONS. 
Whereas both argument and experience clearly prove 
that the Silk Culture is both practicable and profita- 
ble, and is desirable also on other accounts; and 
whereas many of our sister States seem determined 
to secure to themselves their proportion of its advan- 
tages, by legislative encouragement and social com- 
bination: be it, therefore, as the unanimous and de- 
liberate conviction of this Convention, 

Resolved, That the best interests of the people of 
Kentucky, and especially of the farmers, will be pro- 
moted by the immediate and general introduction of the 
Culture of Silk into the State. 

Resolved, That to secure this object, the establish- 
ment of a Slate Silk Society, auxiliary to the American 
Silk Society, is essentially necessary. 

Resolved, That to establish such a society, all the 
friends of the Silk Culture be, and they hereby arc, in- 
vited to meet us in Convention, personally or by delega- 
tion, on Monday, the 12th day of August next. 

Resolved, That a Committee of three be appointed 
to prepare, and cause to be published, an address to the 
citizens of Kentucky on this subject. 

Resolved, That a Committee of five be appointed, the 
chairman being one, to prepare a constitution for a 
State Silk Society, to be presented for the contemplated 
Convention, and make other arrangements necessary to 
facilitate the movements of that meeting. 

Resolved, That the profits arising from the sale of 
the Mulberry tree, great as they now are, must soon 
entirely fail, unless the feeding of the worm bear somo 
adequate proportion to the increase of the tree. 

Resolved, That, therefore, this Convention earnestly 
recommend to those rearing Mulberry trees for sale, to 
turn their attention to the feeding of the worm, by 
which they will not only make the market for their 
trees permanent and profitable, but also greatly sub- 
serve the interest, of the State, by disseminating a 
knowledge of this highly important branch of industry, 
and by demonstrating practically the advantages to be 
derived from it. 

After which, S. R Jones, B. F. Haix and J. C. Rich- 
ardson, were appointed a Committee under the provis- 
ions of the fourth resolution, and S. R. Jones, S. Chew, 
J. C. Richardson and L. Wheeler, were associated with 
the Chairman in a Committee proposed by the fifth res- 
olution. 

On motion of Dr. B. F. Hall, it was 
Resolved, That S. R. Jones be appointed to deliver an 
address on the Silk business at the next session of this 
Convention, and that the ladies and gentlemen of Lex- 
ington and vicinity he invited to attend. 

On motion of S. R. Jones tho following resolutions 
were adopted: 

Resolved, That the proceedings of this meeting be 
signed by the Cha irman and Secretary, and be published 
in the papers of this city, with a request that editors gen- 
erally throughout the State, friendly to ihe cause, copy 
it into their respective journals. 

Resolved, That this Convention adjourn to meet again 
at this place on the second Monday in July next, at 3 
o’clock, P. M.

— We stated in Sat- 
urday’s paper, that VerBruggen, one of the pirates 
of tlie Braga nza, had committed suicide in prison. 
Since that James Davys, an English boy of about 
18, upon whose testimony Ver Bruggen was con- 
victed, and who was reserved in prison to give evi- 
dence in the case of Kneudson, another of the 
crew, has destroyed himself. 

Davys, who was on board the Braganza, protes- 
ted his own innocence, but said he was forced to 
take part in navigating the vessel. 

He was detained in a cell with a debtor — during 
(lie temporary absence of whom, he got at his ra- 
zor, and cut the arteries of his arm, and partially 
of lus throat. When discovered, medical aid was 
unavailing to save him. To a question, however — 
after apprised that he could not live — whether the 
testimony he had given against Y r er Bruggen was 
true, he answered Yes, and soon after expired. 

John Adams, another of the pirates, hanged 
himself in the prison at Emden, when first arres- 
ted.

•N MACOMB’S REPOR T OF HIS PROCEEDINGS 
IN FLORIDA. 



r Headquarters of tiie Army of the U. S. 

Fort King , Florida , May 22, 1839. 

Sir: Agreeably to the instructions I had the honor to 

'6 jcive from your hands at Washington, on the 20th of 
5. arcb last, 1 lost no time in repairing to Florida, and j 
t- rived at Black Creek, the general depot of the army, 
a i the 5th of April. There 1 had the good fortune to | 

. eet with Brigadier General Taylor, the commander of 
1 e forces in this Territory, then on a tour of inspection! 
id review of the troops, and at the same lime engaged 
his plan of dividing the country nearest to the settle- 1 
ents into squares of twenty miles, and establishing 
' ists thereon. This fortunate meeting enabled me 
J ace in the handsof Genoral Taylor a copy of your 
j ructions, and to give him orders to co-operate w ith me 
i carrying those instructions into effect, directing his 
[tention particularly to the protection of the settlo- 
lents along the line from Garcy’s Ferry to Tallahas- 
•c, and west of the latter place, authorizing him at the 
line time to call into service such a force of militia as 
lent oned in your instructions. General Taylor, hav- 
lg with him interpreters and Indians connected with 
he hostile parties by ties of consanguinity and intermar- 
iage, was desired to open, if possible, a communication 
nth them, and thereby make them acquainted with the 
act of my arrival in tho country, and my wish to see 
he chiefs and warriors at this "post by the 1st of May 
nst-. to hold a conference with them. Col. Twiggs, 
vho was then commanding at Garcy’s Ferry, having 
nilitary authority over a considerable extent of country, 
vas also made aquainted with my instructions, and he 
■cndcrcd a ready and efficient aid in furthering my views. 
Colonel Warren, of Jacksonville, who heretofore had 
command of the militia serving in Florida, and was 
highly recommended to me on account of his efficiency 
and activity as an officer, was invited to raise and tako 
command, as Lieutencnt Colonel, of a baltallion of 
mounted militia, toessist in the defence of the settle 
ments cast of the Suwannee, and expel the Indians. Al- 
though quite inconvenient to him at that time, on ac- 
count of his private affairs, the colonel very promptly 
complied with my wishes. In thojneanwhile, General 
Taylor was making arrangements with tho Governor of 
Florida, in raising, for the defence of the settlements on 
the west of the Suwannee, a military force. Notwith- 
standing all these measures, the Indians, dividing them- 
selves into small parties, penetrated the settlements, 
committed some murders, and fired, from their coverts, 
on the expresses and passengers, going ,roni post to post. 

Under, these indications, it was the general belief that 
no communication could be opened with the hostile par- 
ties, especially as it had been given out that the Indi- 
ans would, on no account, receive any messengers, but 
would destroy any person that might approach them 
with a flag. This threat having been executed more 
than once, confirmed the opinion that it was worse than 
useless to attempt to communicate with them. Finding J 
at Garey’s Ferry a party of prisoners, consisting of one 
man and two well-grown lads, and a number of women 
• and children, amounting in all to eighteen, it occurred 
to me that, by treating them kindly, I might, through 
their instrumentality, communicate with the hostile 
bands. Accordingly, 1 set them at liberty, and sent 
them into the country in search of their friends, that 
they might make known to them, and the Indians gen- ! 
erally, the object of my coming among them. Gene- 
ral Taylor also sent out his Indians, in whose sincerity 
and honesty he had great conlidenco. This first attempt 
to open a communication entirely failed, General Tay- 
lor’s Indians having left him and joined the hostile par- 
ty below Tampa, and those sent by me returned w ithout 
seeing any whatever. In the meantime, reports were 
received of the continued hostilities of the Indians, and 
of attacking defenceless people and killing them. Ac- 
cording to my previous notification that I would bo at 
this post by the first of May, I left Garey’s Ferry on the 
25th of April, with a guard of dragoons, taking with 
mc.tko prisoners previously mentioned, and again sent 
them eft in search of their friends; but it was not (after 
remaining here) until the 9th instant that any Indians 
•called to visit me. 

Knowing the slowness of the Indians in performing 
any matter of national importance, I did not yield to the 
general belief that none would attend my invitation, 
and I had the gratification to receive a visit from a young 
chief of considerable importance, accompanied by sev- 
en young active warriors. I explained to the chief the 
object of my mission, telling him that his great father 
(the President) was sorry that there had been so much 
fighting between his white and red children, and that 
for,their good he recommended them to cease ilring on I 
each other, and make peace. The chief expressed him- 
self greatly delighted with the prospect of peace II 
told him that if the whole nation would retire below | 
Pease creek, hostilities would cease, and that they might 
remain there till further arrangements could be made. 
He again expressed his gladness at hearing wliat I said, 
and promised that he would take my communication and 
spread it around, being persuaded that it would wo well 
received by all his people. In a few days after he col- 
lected a considerable party of his people, consisting of 
men, women, and children, and paid me another visit. — 

I repeated to him, in their presence, the same “talk,” j 
and they seemed all pleased with it. I then made them 
some presents, after which they departed much gratified, 
for they were all in a most destitute condition, as to 
clothing and other necessaries. 

On the IT th instant, Lt. Colonel Harney, of the 2nd 
dragoons, who had previously received my directions to 
open a communication with the Indians in the southern 
portion of the peninsula, near Key' Biscay nc , arrived 
with Chitto-Tustcnuggce, principal Chief of the Semi- 
noles, who had been recently elected by a council held 
by tho Seminolcs and Micasukics. Chitto-Tustenuggec I 
expressed a great desire that the business on which he 
was called to meet me might be speedily attended to. — 
Accordingly, on the next day a meeting was held, com- 
posed of Chitto-Tustenuggec, attended by O-che-Hadjo, 
a brother of Blue-Snake, who came with him to witness 
the proceedings at the request of the Council of the Na- 
tion, and Harlock-Hodjo, Chief of the Micasukiesin 
this section of the country and all his band that had not 
been despatched by him, to call in the warriors who 
were out in detached parties. After going through the 
usual ceremonies among Indians of shaking hands and! 
smoking, I explained to the meeting who 1 was, and the 
object of my mission among them, at which they imme- 
diately evinced great satisfaction. I then dictated to' 
them the terms of peace, which they readily accepted, 
manifesting great joy on the occasion, and they have 
sinco been dancing and singing according to their fash- 
ion, in token of friendship and pcaco, in which many ol 
our officers joined them, all being satisfied of the sinceri- 
ty of the respective parties. I

The ink with which we record one catastrophe 
is hardly dry upon our paper, ere we arc called up- 
on to chronicle another. '1 his is indeed a horrid j 
state of affairs, but it is needless to disguise the 
truth, as much as that truth will disgrace our State 
and dishonor our reputation as citizens abroad. — 
Unless public sentiments can be aroused and ar- 
rayed in all its potency and majesty against the re- 
sort to deadly weapons to decide the feuds that 
may arise from time to time, and against the carry- 
ing of weapons of death, we are threatened with 
the daily enactment of such disgraceful scenes as 
of late we have often recorded and are now about 
again to chronicle.

ten compelled in an affray to anticipate the inten- 
tions of his assailant — and take his life or lose his 
[ own. We again press this subject as an all impor- 
tant one on our readers, and hope that every wea- 
pon of death will be discarded from the person of 
every real gentleman and that public sentiment 
will speedily consign to the armory where alone 
they should be kept for public service all instru- 
ments ofdestruction. 

The melancholy affair which suggested the a- 
bove remarks occurred in the adjoining county of 
Wilkinson at the town of Woodville in the early 
part of last week. From agentleman direct from 
that place we learn that the circumstances as he 
heard them narrated were substantially as follows: 

A short time previous to the late session of the 
[Grand Jury of Wilkinson county, a challenge was 
passed and a duel was to have been foughtbetween 
Mr Leigh, a son of Watkins Leigh of Virginia, 
and Mr. W. A. Norris, editor of the Republican, 
but it was arranged by the friends of the parties. — 
When the Grand Jury convened, the foreman in 
accordance with his oath, took an active part in 
endeavoring to investigate the matter, and bring- 
ing the parties concerned in, and cognisant of the 
matter before them. They all refused to testify 
and were all consequently committed to prison. 

Sometime- after this the foreman Mr. A. J. Fos- 
ter happened in Mr. Leigh’s office and enquired 
for some person, when Mr. Leigh called him an in- 
former and used other abusive language to him. — 
A fliallenpc ensued and a duel was to have been 
fought between them, which was eat for oomo fow 
days subsequent. A day or so after the quarrel Mr. 
Leigh met Mr. C. Foster, a younger brother of A. 
J. Foster, in the street and asked him who 
he was looking at so hard? Mr F. replied 
that he had a right to look as he pleased, without 
being questioned; some other words of an insult- 
ing character were used and a general quarrel and 
fight ensued, commencing between Mr. C. Foster, 
Dr. Morese and (be friends of each, among whom 
were Mr. Leigh, Mr. Fielding Davis, Judge Smith, 
and one or two others; immediately after which 
Leigh who had received some personal injury from 
Mr. Davis, sent him a challenge by Mr. H. A. 
Moore requested an immediate answer. Mr. D. re- 
plied that lie would answer it in the morning, Mr. 
Moore then used some harsh language to Mr. D. 
and cither called or insinuated that be was a cow- 
ard, upon which Mr. D. turned and struck Mr.

Mr. D. repeated his 
warning and told him if he did so, that he would 
shoot him, and seeing that Mr. Leigh did not stop, 
ho raised a double-barrel gun which he had in his 
hand and snapped both barrels at him, neither of 
which went off. lie them struck him with the end 
of the gun and knocked him down, and then re- 
treated across the street. Mr. Leigh after rising 
continued to advance when Mr. Davis drew a pis- 
tol and shot Mr. I., in tho side which penetrated 
his spine. Leigh after lingering near two days 
died of the wound. Davis was immediately ar- 
rested and after an examination was admitted to 
hail in the sum of $15,000. 

Mr. Davis is well known in this community as a 
gentleman of irreproachable character, and it is a 
matter of profound regret that he should be impel- 
led by the force of circumstances lo be engaged in 
this unfortunate affair.
